London, March 13. — A great meeting 
was held this afternoon at St. James' 
hall to protest against the proposal of 
the poworB to apply coercion to GreeceJ 
Resolutions denouncing this policy were 
adopted with enthusiasm, after Btrong 
speeches hy Herbert Gladstone, John 
Dillon, Henry Lahouchere and others. 
Mr. Gladstone wired from Cannes to the 
meeting: "God help your efforts." 

A special to tho London Times from 
■Uhens says the cabinet was in session 
nearly all of yesterday (Fiiday). The 
report that tho British consul at Canea, 
Mr. Alfred Billiotti, had been recalled ie 
not confirmed. 

The Athens correspondent of the 
Times sayB that Col. Metaxaa, the Greek 
war minister who, succeeded Col. Shol- 
entzt; last week, is the son of a distin- 
guished soldier, who himp.elf waa rn in- 
timate friend of Lord Byron. Col. Me- 
taxas is an excellent ollicer and has al- 
ready accomplished a great deal though 
his tenure of the position has been brief. 
In the course of au interview Col. ~Me- 
taxiiB toltl the Times correspondent that 
he had accepted the war portfolio with 
great reluctance, but was determined to 
devote himself to his duties with the ut- 
most vigor and without regard to purely 
political considerations. Preparations 
are now in a forward stage. All the re- 
servists who are going to the front 
whether provided with uniforms or not 
will he better clad in any event titan the 
Turkish soldiers. 

Col. Metaxns has given the strictest 
orders to the army to avoid offering pro- 
vocation, but it is feared a collibion may 
occur within a few days owing to tho ac- 
tion of the volunteers and peasants who 
have been armed by the Ethnic Hetirra 
secret society. Should the society give 
the signal war would be unavoidable. 

Col. MetaxaB told the Times cor- 
respondent that he hoped the powers 
would urge Turkey to desist from mass- 
ing troops on the frontier. The excite- 
ment of the Greek troops there is so in- 
tense that tho slightest incident of a 
hostile character might provoke a colli- 
sion. "The readinesB with which the 
reservists have responded to tho call of 
the government," said Col. Metaxas, "is 
remarkable. There have been scarcely 
any defaulters," 

Tho correspondents of the Times at 
Athens and Canea both complain of the 
delay in announcing officially to the 
Cretans the decision of the powers to 
give tliein autonomy. Neither the con- 
suls nor admirals have been authorized 
to make the announcement. The Eng- 
lish and Russian consuls at Canea agree 
that euch a proclamation would do much 
to reassure the islanders who, as already 
seen at Candiamo and Akrotiri, would 
be inclined to acquiesce, on learning that 
autonomy would be granted. 

In the lower house of the Hungarian 
Diet, Premier Baron Bandy said that 
apart from the conflicts in Crete there 
was no cause for alarm, as, in the Bal- 
kans, Turkey to-day was strong enough 
to nip in the bud any revolutionary 
movements. He added that he had ab- 
solutely no knowledge of the alliance of 
the Balkan states, and expressed the be- 
lief that the powers were determined to 
render the chance of a Greco-Turkish 
war impossible. 

Eight hundred and fifty reservists 
have started from the island of Corfu 
for tho Turkish frontier. All who have 
purchased exemption in past years are 
now required to serve. 
~In sjule of the opposition of the pre- 
lect of the .Seine, the municipal council 
of Paris has adopted a .Socialist motion 
to send the Greek government a meseage 
of encouragement. 

A report is published that King 
George, while in conversation with a 
Danish coionel, eaid he had abandoned 
all hope of help from Iub relatives, whose 
advice was not worth attention, and 
that he had lost confidence in tho Prince 
of Wales, since his earnest request to 
the prince to obtain the recall of British 
CoiibuI Billiotti had been of no avail. 

Tne correspondent of the Associated 
Press learns from a reliable source that 
the powers are nearly agreed to present 
a freBh note to Greece, notifying her of 
their intention to carry out the coercive 
measures if she continues obdurate, and 
to enforce a blockade. It is understood 
that France is the only power that is re- 
luctant to participate in the blockade, 
which will be begun without her if she 
refuses her consent. 

A despatch to the Times from Canea 
says that during the embarkation of the 
reiugeeB at Selino a general engagement 
occurred. Tho ships fired their three- 
pounders. Commander Hewitt relieved 
the marines at the outposts, repelling 
the insurgents by volleys in extended 
order. H. M. S. Campordown has been 
sent to assist the Italians at Hierapetra. 

The regiment commanded by the 
Greek Crown Prince, sayB the Times 
correspondent at Athens, will he raised 
from 1,500 to 3,000. It is stated that he 
will start for Larissa, beginning next 
week, with a battalion consisting of his 
own regiment, seventy regiments of in- 
fantry and an artillery battery. Large 
consignments of clothing are being 
shipped daily from the PiraeiiB to Lar- 
issa. The Italian volunteers at Athens, 
as a protest against the action of the 
Italian warships.havetqrn off tho Italian 
mtional colors and wear the Greek 
calors only. 

Athens, March 12.— The Cretan ques- 
tion is paBaing through a period of in- 
trgue, or, in other words, a lull has fo - 
lowed the reply of Greece to the powers, 
and everybody is wondering where and 
when the storm will break out afresh. 



There seem to be but three ways out of 
the present difficulty. The most popu- 
lar one is that the powers must accopt 
the offer of Greece to withdraw her 
fleet from Cretan waters and allow her 
artnv of occupation to remain, ostensi- 
bly under the control of foreign officers 
outranking Col. Vassos, to be used for 
the pacification of the island. When 
that is accomplished a plebiscite should 
decide whether or not the Cretan prefer 
annexation to autonomy. The second 
solution is the coercion — real oj half- 
hearted—of Greece or blockade, which 
may be effective. In the third place, 
Greece's final reply will probably be the 
lighting of the Urea of war in Macedonia 
and the beginning of a conflagration 
which might spread all over Europe. 

Sofia, Bulgaria, March 12, — A sensa- 
tion has been caused here hy a prayer 
used by the Bulgarian metropolitan in 
the presence of the King of Servia and 
Prince Ferdinand of Bulgaria during the 
former's visit to this city. The metro 
politan, in offering prayers for tho Czar, 
spoke of him as " the protector of Bul- 
garia and Servia, and the Slavonic na- 
tions," thus acknowledging at a high 
solemnity the Czar's protectorship over 
those people. Tho incident is regarded 
as highly significant in view of the East- 
ern crisis. 

The National Zeitung semi-officially 
announced, to-day that Germany would 
not take part in any negotiations sug- 
gesting another note to Greece, adding 
that Germany insists upon upholding 
the original ultimatum. 

Washington, D.C.. March 12.— The 
report that Turkey is negotiating for 
American ironclads is not credited here, 
since the government owns all such ves- 
sels in the United States and could not 
dispose of them without an act of con 
greBS.

The Kramer's Definition of What Is 
Meant hy Reciprocity— What 
Ho Proposes. 



Washington, March 12.— The hopes 
of the new Canadian administration for 
closer reciprocal relations with the 
United States will bo defeated by the 
Dingley bill. The Liberal party under 
Mr. Lauricr's leadership has tried to 
make closer commercial affiliations with 
tho United States. One of its foremost 
planks of pulicy and one of the first actB 
of its administration was to send Sir 
Richard Cartwright and Hon. L. II. 
Davies to Washington as commission- 
ers to pave the way for reciprocity. 
Their mission haB proved fruitless, be- 
cause they desired to open the markets 
of this country to the farm products of 
Canada. In their interviews with Chair- 
man Dingley and and other members of 
the committee they were told in diplo- 
matic terms, but emphatically, that the 
design of the new tariff bill would be to 
preserve the markets of the United 
States to its farmers by adequate protec- 
tive duties on all farm products. 

Chairman Dingley said to-day that 
the bill was ready to he introduced in 
the House on Monday. Tho adminis- 
trative features havs not been drafted 
yet, nor has the reciprocity scheme, 
although the features of it are decided 
upon. These may be presented aB 
committee amendments after the bill 
gets before the House. The reciprocity 
principle which will be embodied in 
the bill will be that of lower duties on 
certain classes of goods in return for con- 
cessions to certain lines of American 
coods. The principal lines of goods on 
which duties may be lowered by reci- 
procity treaties will be sugar, cham- 
pagne, silks, gloves, mineral waters, 
chewing guin and crude tartar, which is 
one of the chief constituents of baking 
powder. The president will be empow- 
ered by the bill to enter into treaties 
bv which the duties will he 
materially levered on the importations 
of these goods from countries which 
make conceesioiiB to American cattle and 
other products. There will be no reci- 
procity which involves placing any im- 
portant classes of imports on tho free 
lists, nor any authority given tho execu- 
tive to raise duties against imports from 
countries which refuse to enter into reci- 
procity. 



GERMANY'S HEROES. 

Proposal to Erect n Memorial Hall in Honor 
of Those Who Fell During 
the War. 

Berlin, March 12.— The reichstag to- 
day referred to the budget committee 
the bill to erect a memorial hall in honor 
of tho German soldiers who fell during 
the war of 1870-71. Only the socialists 
opposed the tneasure, and they did so on 
the ground that they did not approve 
tliia manner of rendering honor. The 
Imperial chancellor, Prince Hohenlohe, 
said it was tins duty and an honor upon 
the part of the Empire, which at tho 
present moment was celebrating tho 
victorious Emperor, also to think of the 
simple soldiers who fearlessly and faith- 
fully nrotected the burghers and peas- 
ants against the enemy. The names of 
all those heroes, he added, must And a 
place of honor in the capital of the Em- 
pire.

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SASKATCHEWAN GOLD. 



The Poor Man's Diggings of the 
Saskatchewan May Become 
Moat Proiitable. 



Millions in thfe Black Sand of the 
Northwest— Interesting: 
Figures. 



(From the Edmonton Bulletin.) 

Gold has beeu mined, or perhaps more 
accurately washed, from the hara of the 
Saskatchewan for many yeara. The 
metal ia found in the form of minute 
scalea.so Bmall as to be only noticeable 
by the naked eye from their sparkle. 
This dust ia always found in conjunction 
with black sand— evidently magnetic 
iron— amongst the ordinary sand, gravel 
and boulders of the river bara, which 
are found on alternate sides of the river 
throughout its length for 100 milesabove 
and below Edmonton. These bars have 
been worked by the miners by the use of 
a "grizzlev," aa ilistii.ct from the 
"rocker," which is used where the gold ia 
found amongst clay or mud. The griz- 
zley is a conical screen, upon which the 
gravel ia sluiced by the action of water. 
The coarse Btones and gravel fall from 
the screen at each aide and the email 
btones, gravel, common sand and black 
sand, with gold, fall through the bars in- 
to a sluice box, in the bottom of which 
lies a blanket by which the gold ia 
caught as the water rushes the gravel 
and sand over it. 

The process is decidedly primitive, the 
idea being to have an apparatus through 
which the the largest possible amount of 
gravel can be put in the smallest possi- 
ble space of time, which the grizzley ia. 
When the blanket has been used for 
some time, it is taken out and the black 
sand and gold washed out of it into a 
tub. It is then used again. When a 
large quantity of black sand and gold 
has been gathered in the tub the gold is 
" panned out " from the black sand, and 
amalgamated with quick silver to get it 
completely clear of black sand. The 
-[uicksilver is then roasted out and the 
g t >ld remaine a firm but porus mass. The 
amount of gravel which two men can 
handle with a grizzley in a day varies 
according to circumstances, as also does 
the amount of gold they get, but it is es- 
timated that six tona of gravel have fre- 
quently to be handled in order to yield 
$1.50 i'n gold, which ia now about 
an average day'a pay. When the 
river was struck first the bars paid 
up to £10.1)0 a day, but they have 
been worked over and over again, each 
time the pay getting smaller, but still 
the gold waa there and seemed to be re- 
newed in quantity if left untouched long 
enough. This is one of the mysteries of 
the Saskatchewan and has caused much 
speculation as to where the gold thus re- 
newed comes from. Platinum- is also 
found with the gold in the same condi- 
tion aa the gold, but no attention has 
been paid to it hitherto by the miners. 

In view of the small returns secured 
by tho miners, it may be wondered why 
there ahauld be such a rush for mining 
claims as there has been during the past 
few days. It would not appear likely 
that a claim from which a man could 
only extract $1.50 as the price of hand- 
ling six tona of gravel waa a very desir- 
able property. On several occasions in 
the past the effort has been made to in- 
crease the profits of mining by apply- 
ing power to increase the amount 
of gravel handled per man 
each day. This waa attempted 
by means of steam dredges, working on 
various principles, and during the past 
t wo seasons some of these dredgea wore 
moderately successful, when working in 
good locations. However, it appeared 
that the larger the amount of gravel 
handled the smaller the amount or gold 
per ton was saved. This and the fact 
:d ready mentioned of the renewal of the 
gold in tho bars, seta number of parties 
thinking, with the result that they came 
to the conclusion that as the gold was 
only found in the form of fine duat, and 
as the crude appliances used could only 
save the largest of that dust, it waa a 
reasonable supposition that there was a 
large amount of the dust so very fine that 
it could not be saved by thoao appli- 
ances. This waa proven by an assay 
secured of the black sand tailings from 
a grizzley, in which an assayer found 
gold at the rate of $54 to the ton. 

But, this was not all. They examined 
the black sand, which had always been 
the effort of the miner to get rid of, and 
came to the conclusion that tho black 
sand, instead of being an enemy of the 
gold, so to speak, actually contained the 
gold in bucd lorm that it waa from time 
to time set free by natural causes, and 
that this accounted for the renewal of 
the cold dust deposited on tho bar. In 
support of this idea an assay procured by 
Isaac Oowie, president of the board of 
trade, showed $268 to the ton of gold 
and platinum in the black sand, out of 
winch all the free gold bad been pal vied 
by the ordinary process. Having faith 
in the assays, the problem is changed 
from the possibility of putting through 
the largest possible quantity of the rich- 
est pay dirt in the shortest time to the 
possibility of saving all the gold that 
is in the dirt put through. The men, 
who have secured machinery which 
they believe is adapted to work on the 
new principle, naturally desire to 
secure permanent locations, and as many 
of them as possible, just as the hand and 
ordinary dredge miners could not work 
profitably if tied down to any single lo- 
cation owing to their being only able to 
work where the gold dust waa large 
enough to catch on the blanket, and be- 
ing compelled to shift about according 
to tho stages of the water. 

[f tho difference between tho amount 
of gold Hiived by present processes arid 
that actually contained in connection 
with tho black sand is as -jiven by the 
iiH'avs, and can be saved profitably by 
the iiHii of new machinery and new pro- 
008808, the Saskatchewan will take a 
front rank in tho gold and plati- 
num producing localities of the world, 
nnd not only the Saskatchewan, 
but tho MoLeod and Athabasca, on 
which the visible gold is even more 
difficult to hiivo than on the Saskatche- 
wan, anil on the great Peace and Liard 
, i -era where it in not qnito bo difficult, 
it is estimated that ordinary pay dirt 
ivthtttlna gold amounting hy assay to 
+ ' '.i> per ton. Of l| ds the miner only 
fretitvN Iib6u« 600. a ton, or one-fifth of 
ihe «0ld actually in it. The hara which, 



appear in the river underlie the flats, 
which are the width of the valley— about 
a mile— and ore known to ho as rich in 
the part which ia under the flat aa they 
originally were jo the part which ia in 
the rive/. $ l U they were not rich 
enough to warrant the' stripping of the 
overlying earth of the Hats in order to 
work the pay dirt hy the old process. If, 
however, the ply dirt ia really aa rich as 
the assays make it, and the gold can he 
vvorkedout by a cheap process, every 
foot of the bottoru of the rivor valley for 
two hundred miles in length is worth big 
money, and n°t only the Saskatchewan, 
bat the other rivers mentioned. At the 
estimated value of $2.60 per ton of gravel 
in this great n'e-a, it is putting it mildly 
to Bay: " There's millions in it." 

Assays have been secured by a num- 
ber E different parties which prove the 
largo amount of gold existing in compar- 
ison with the amount taken out of the 
gravel, and a number of attempts will be 
made this> season to solve the proijlem of 
its proiitable extraction. It wouldseem 
that this would be an excellent field for 
the labors of a government mineralogist, 
if there is such an official and he can be 
depended upon. It is aa yet a question 
if the water which tho miner has depend- 
ed u poa to secure the gold for him baa 
not been bis greatest enemy, taking from 
hint more than it gave him, aa it has al- 
ready been proven that the black sand 
which he waa Bo anxious to got rid of ia 
the mother of the gold which he was so 
ansiouii to secure- The value of the 
Ros8l*uJ gold mines, and of those at 
Johannesburg us well, lias been given 
them by the advance of science, which 
maue profitably possible the ex- 
traction of gold that otherwise 
could not have been extracted at 
all or would hnye cost more than it was 
worth. It ia quite possible that tho like 
or other discoveries of science may 
change the p°or man's diggings of the 
Saskatchewan, and other northern 
rivij r g, into ouq of the moat profitable 
gold fields in tho world. There are suf- 
ficient grounds to go upon to claim the 
attention of BcientiBtB and capitalists 
combined, as Well that of the practical 
men who are riow experimenting to the 
limit of their Uicans; and to expect, that 
instead of tlm Saskatchewan yielding 
$50,000 in a season as at present, its an- 
nual outnnt rrjight bo increased to f5,- 
000,000. 

THE FAflJtEB AND THE FISH. 

Is the Right of Fishing One of the Profits of 
the L.nid— An Interesting Question. 

The information against Fred. Stein- 
herger, of hako district, charging him 
with having h ro ok trout in his posses- 
sion having been dismissed h'st week on 
technical grounds, a fresh charge came 
on for trial yesterday afternoon befoie 
Captain \Va'bran, stipendiary magis- 
trate and fishery officer. Mr. S. D. 
Schultz, \vb° appeared for the accused, 
successfully contended that the sum- 
mons had been improperly served, and 
the information was withdrawn. 

A similar complaint was then heard 
against Hobei't Wilkinson, also of Lake 
district. In this Mr. Schultz: took the 
preliminary objection that the brook 
trout having been caught in a non-tidal, 
non-navigable stream, the court bad no 
jurisdiction 1 ag the recent decision of the 
Supremo Court of Canada, declaring cer 
tain sections of the Fisheries Act ultra 
vires of the Dominion parliament, casta 
grav£ doubt on the power of the Domin- 
ion to make regulations respecting fish- 
ing rights »nd privileges in non-navig- 
able provincial waters. 

Captain W'albran, however, overruled 
the objection, and Mr. Schultz then set 
up a defence mat the brook trout were 
caught by the accused in a stream run- 
ning through private land granted out 
of the crow" n before Confederation, and 
that the owner of tlie property had given 
the accused permission to fish in the 
streapi, it being further contended that 
the owner of tho bed of the stream had 
ft proprietary right in the fish, the right 
ol fiobitig being a right of property and 
one of the profits of the land. Mr. 
Schultz also giibmitted that where in 
any proceedings before a magistrate, a 
claim of right ia set up which on the 
face ' f it is Hot absurd or unreasonable, 
the jurisdiction of the magistrate to de- 
termine the matter in dispute is ousted, 
as it would ho an anomaly to have a 
magistrate reviewing the decisions of 
superior courts- 

Captain Walbran, however, held that 
it was his duty to act according to the 
fishery regulations, which prescribed a 
close season for the preservation of the 
fish, and therefore recorded a conviction 
against VViHiaioson without the imposi- 
tion of a fine, as the offence hud Lean 
committed 'h ignorance of the law. 

It is expected that the conviction will 
be appealed, upon l he interesting points 
as to constitutionality raised in the de- 
fence, yesterday's j roceedinga were 
Watched with keen attention by a large 
proportion of the residents of Lake. 
The family difficulties which are under- 
stood to be at the base of tho present 
proceedings being well understood 
throughout the entire neighborhood. 
They are expected to bo productive of 
yet further litigation. 

MINING IN ONTARIO. 

Work Paralysed Because of the Govern" 
incut's Action. 

Touonto, ilarch 12, — ;Special) — The 
Mtul-Iirtipii'o again rigorously denounces 
the mining deal in Northwest Ontario, 
niade by the Ontario government. On 
the result of ita bargain, tho Mail says : 
'"IVo results seem to bo impending 
One is that hundreds ot prospectors are 
n-ady to g° into the district in pursuit o' 
their calling, but their work is paralyzed, 
first because u iieir range of operations is 
limited, and secondly because after they 
have prospected they may leant that 
their discoveries belong to a South Afri- 
can corporation and not to tliemselvca. 
From this Point of view the arrange- 
ment iB a check to independent mining 
development."

Editor : — Your correspondent, 
"Another Ratepayer," asks whatl mean 
by "an irresponsible school board." My 
reply I-, iho sehool board is not respon- 
sible ior any extravagance it may in- 
dulue m; it may increase the number of 
teachers and augment their salaries ; it 
may recommend music, bioyelee and hot 
lunches us being necessary for the ad- 
vancement, health ami recreation of pu- 
pils); it. may recommend the building of 
new school houses and many other ex- 
penses which the party Qnding the 
••way a ai d means" could do without— 
irresponsible hecause it does not tind the 
ways and means it "holds up" the city 
council— demands "your money " or take 
tho consequences. .Such a condition of 
ttiiui-'H is entirely opposed to sound busi- 
ness principles and cannot be allowed t) 
continue. I cannot see that the school 
board is composed of different material 
or of higher principles than the muni- 
cipal council is, nor do I think it less 
honest or less competent to receive and 
disburse $20,000, or any other sum of 
government money, than the school 
board. 

I consider the school board is unwise 
and indiscreet in demanding any sum 
for the enlargement of the High school 
in our present financial position, First 
of all, 1 believe the title to tho land on 
which this school stands is not vested in 
the city ; if this is the case it ia not pru- 
dent to build on the land of other per- 
sons!. Then the High school is not very 
popular with many electors, who think 
it should be sell-supporting, ornearly so, 
and who believe they are doing their 
duty fully and amply when they main- 
tain a first-class ay stem of primary edu- 
cation. Considering the matter of title, 
the feeling regarding the High school, 
and the present state of city finances, 
the school board, if it presses for a pub- 
lic vote of $17,000, it may have a rude 
awakening and tind itself left.

CHEAP MONEY, 



To the Editor: — Will you permit me 
to make a short reply to Mr. VV. H. Hay- 
ward's very good letter on this import- 
ant subject, which 1 will begin by say- 
ing that I am aware of the fact that the 
Imperial government has made loans to 
Irish and Scotch landlords and tenants 
for the improvement and purchase of 
land, but I am not in posBL'ssion of ac- 
curate knowledge, nor has Mr. Hayward 
told us what the arrears of principal and 
interest due the government are, but 1 
believe they are very large. A wealthy 
country like Great Britain, with control 
of all its own revenues, and banker and 
money lender to the whole world, can do 
very many things and try financial ex- 
periments which British Columbia — a 
borrowing and not a lending province — 
with little wealth, a sparse popula- 
tion, with control of a part 
of its revenue only, the 
larger part of it going to the Dominion, 
cannot do, or experiment on. The same 
argument in a small way will apply to 
New Zealand, as compared with this 
province. Farming is a business which 
has no more claim on government aid 
thnn commerce has — at the same time I 
fully approve the policy of helping the 
young and struggling farmer and immi- 
grant. I still adhere to the opinion that 
a borrowing government cannot siH'ord 
to, or wisely become a lending govern- 
ment, and have on its books a long list 
of arrears, and ou its hands a number of 
incumbered and unsaleable farms. 

I think, however, that the borrower 
should he relieved from the mortgage or 
personal property tax, which should be 
borne by the lender, and if the govern- 
ment can constitutionally afford relief in 
this direction it would be well.

British commercial marine; co-opera- 
tion is the baBia of our banking system ; 
co-operation by the change of only two 
letters becomes corporation, and the dif- 
ference between co-operative planB and 
the great modern system of doing busi- 
ness through the means of corporations 
is no greater than that between the two 
wordB. 

It is useless to talk about elevating 
the farming community from without. 
It muBt be elevated from within. 
This is not to eay that there are not 
changes in the laws which would be 
advantageous to farmers and others, or 
that it ia not possible for the legislature 
to do anything to benefit agriculture. 
Laws to facilitate and encourage co- 
operation, expenditure on roads and 
bridges to enable farmers to get to mar- 
ket more readily, importations of im- 
proved stock, lectures on practical sub- 
jects by practical men, are some of the 
methods by which this industry may be 
advanced. But primarily the farmers 
muBt depend upon themselves. It is 
wrong to mislead them into supposing 
that the legislature can do for their in- 
dustry what it can do for no other.

The house is now and haa been for 
some time very hard at work. No very 
just estimate can ba formed of the activ- 
ity of tho members from the length of 
the daily sessions, nor is it fair to com- 
pare this legislature with those of East- 
ern provinces to its. disadvantage. On 
the first point it may be mentioned that 
a great amount of arduous work is being 
done by the committees and much more 
remains to be done. On tho second 
point it may be observed that in a prov- 
ince like British Columbia, where new 
resources are being opened up, a great 
diversity of questions of a difficult nature 
constantly arise and they cannot be set- 
tled off-hand. 



FARMERS AND LEGISLATION. 

There is a crowing tendency in this 
Province, which finds expression in the 
legislature and the press, to represent 
the farmers as being m a really deplor 
able condition. There is nothing par- 
ticularly new in this sort of thing. It is 
time-worn if not time-honored. In 
every province of Canada and every 
state of the American Union, the same 
sung has been sung over and over again, 
principally by the political party that 
happens to be out of power. We never 
hear anything of the poor down-trodden 
blacksmith, or the persecuted grocer, or 
the oppressed carpenter. They have 
their share of trials and tribulations, no 
doubt, but no one exploits them in the 
press or on the political platform. They 
must Buffer without a champion. No 
political quack advertises his cure-alls 
for their ills ; no social revivalist tells 
them what they must do to be saved. 

The Colonist yields to no one in a de- 
sire to see the agricultural interests of 
this Province advanced in every possible 
way. It recognizes in the fullest degree 
the incomparable value of agriculture to 
any community.' Other industries for a 
time may overshadow it, but in the long 
run the welfare of every community de- 
pends upon the fruits of the soil. To 
make a more specific application of the 
idea, more depends upon the develop 
ment of British Columbia agriculture 
even than upon the development of its 
mines. If the latter are fully exploited 
vast amounts of wealth will be created, 
but tho Province will enjoy comparative- 
ly little benefit from it, unless the men 
who work in the mines are, as far as 
possible, clothed and fed Irom the pro- 
ducts of British Columbia farms. If this 
can be done the moat of the wealth will 
remain with us, for it costs a very large 
percentage of their value to produce the 
precious metals. If this is not done to a 
very much greater extent than at pre- 
sent, the precious metals and the greate 
partof what it costs to produce theni 
will go to people outside of the Province, 
and when the day comes that our mines 
are exhausted, and it must necessarily 
come some time, the Province will be 
sucked dry like an orange. 

1 1 is therefore of the highest import- 
ance that everything should he done 
that can bo done to advance the in i or 
estsof agriculture in British Columbia, 
hut we submit that the way to do this is 
not to keep tho fanners in a state of. un 
rest and dissatisfaction by telling them 
that tho whole tendency of legislation 
has been to their disadvantage and by 
persuading them that they can be made 
prosperous by eome trick of legislative 
legerdemain. It is as much a matter of 
business to grow the raw produce of the 
soil and market it in its best and most 
saleable form ua it is to sell boots and 
shoes, can salmon or operate gold 
mines, and the principles which ensure 
success in the one will ensure success in 
the other. If any Eelf-conatituted 
saviour ahould set himself up to show 
the merchant, the artizan or the miner 
how he could be made prosperous, his 
talk would fall upon deaf ears. 
There is no royal road to 
success in farming. Industry, thrift 
and intelligent business methods will 
ensure success, and they alone will do 
so. Wherever in this Province or else- 
where farmers have adopted an intelli- 
gent plan of co-operation, and have car- 
ried it out hone itly, they have found it 
pay. Co-operation in the disposal of 
farm products id simply the application 
of a business principle of proved value. 
It is co-operation that built up the great 



THE PACIFIC CABLE. 

Tho proposed Canada-Australia cable, 
of which so much was said last year, has 
been allowed to drop out of sicdit. We 
hope this does not mean that there has 
been any halt in the negotiations, as 
there is really no time to be lost if we 
are to have direct cable communication 
from our shores to the Australian colo- 
nies. AVe have information of a private 
character to the effect that an effort is 
being made to give Australia the desired 
nil-British telegraphic connection by 
means of a line which will croBS the 
Southern portion of the Indian Ocean to 
the Cape of Good Hope, and there is a 
prospect that this may be pushed 
through successfully. It is certainly in 
such a shape as to Eeriously menace the 
Pacific route, for we take it that if the 
Australian colonies can be induced to 
give their aid to the route via the Cape 
the laying of a line to Canada will be in 
definitely postponed. 

Under these circumstances we submit 
to the Dominion government that it be 
comes an important duty to press for- 
ward the negotiations with tho Austra- 
lian governments with the greatest poi 
Bible speed. Hitherto most of the ncg( 
tiations have been with the Imperial 
authorities. It may he taken for grant 
ed that the home government is prepar 
ed to do its duty in the premises as soon 
as the colonial governments interested 
have agreed as to the responsibility to 
be assumed by them respectively. It 
might be desirable for the British Col- 
umbia legislature to pass a resolution on 
the subject to be forwarded to the Otta- 
wa ministry. Whatever is best calcula- 
ted to expedite the construction of the 
t'aeific cable should be done at the earli- 
est possible day. Canada at large, and 
British Columbia particularly, have 
much to hope from this cable. 



WATER RIGHTS. 



" The Water Clauses Consolidation 
Act, 1807," is a very comprehensive 
measure, and as far as can be gathered 
from a necessarily superficial examina- 
tion, seems to he well devised for the 
purposes which it is intended to serve 
In an act of 155 sections, covering a sub- 
ject with so many ramifications, it is to 
be expected that there will be some pro- 
visions the expediency of which is de- 
bateable, and it is to be assumed that 
the bill will call forth very full discus- 
sion and much keen criticism. This is 
highly desirable, lor it is of importance 
that no measure of this nature— one af 
leeting the investment of large sums of 
money as well as public and private 
rights — should go upon the statute book 
without all its features receiving the 
most searching investigation. 

As a summary of the hill is given in 
another column, it is not necessary in 
this article to go at all into particulars, 
further than to say that it appears to be 
a successful attempt so to secure water 
rights to peraon3 obtaining them as to 
make the investment of capital in plants 
of various kind perfectly secure, to pro 
vide against the monopolizing of such 
right to tho disadvantage of the public, 
to preserve to municipal corporations the 
rights to obtain the use of water for 
municipal purposes upon terms that are 
reasonable, and to give tho Province a 
revenue from the very valuable assets 
which its water privileges will prove to 
be. This hill is undoubtedly one of the 
most important that has been submitted 
to tho legislature in many years, and its 
passage alone will give character to the 
work of the session. 



The Ottawa Citizen says the observa- 
tions of the Colonist a.% to the profitable 
character from a Dominion point of view 
of railway development in British Co- 
lumbia ia an argument against giving 
any aid at all to now roada. This is too 
sweeping an assertion altogether. It may 
be fairly urged against some lines, but 
not against others. There is a distinc- 
tion between development and purely 
competing railways, which the party 
with which the Citizen has always been 
affiliated never failed to recognize. The 
former have always been admitted to be 
worth v ot government assistance. 



It costs Great Britain $88,500,000 a 
year to maintain her army; France 
spends $101,000,000 on hers and Ger- 
many $118,320,000 on hers; while the 
United States pays' out $141,000,000 in 
pensions on account of a war that ended 
thirty-two years ago, and her present 
military establishment costs $55,000,000 
a year. The United States expends at 
the rate of $2,000 per man under arms; 
Great Britain, $010 per man; Germany, 
$195 per man and France, $170, not in- 
cluding pensions in either case.

TO RAISE THE COFFERDAM. 

City Council Agrees to Take ft Over From 
the Contractors. 

The city council last night had an- 
other Bpecial meeting to discuss whether 
or not to take over the cofferdam at 
Beaver lake, raiee it two feet and utilize 
it as a permanent work. After the pro- 
ceedings had opened the waterworks 
contractors, Messrs. 'Walkley, King & 
Casey, entered attended by Mr. L. P. 
Duff, of Bodwell, Irving & Duff, and a 
consultation followed. 

In regard to the resolution passed at 
the last special meeting to theeffect that 
ii the contractors did notgoahead with the 
work the city would take over the 
whole, Mr. Walkley remarked that it 
was impossible for the contractors with 
the water at its present height to search 
for the leaks and that the city had 
blocked up the drain that would have 
served nH an outlet to run the water of! 
so that tlie leaks could be discovered. 

In answer to questions as to whether 
the contractors were willing to go ahead 
and hunt for the leakB, provided the city 
took over the cofferdam without preju- 
dice and raised it, the contractors in 
e fleet stated that they would be quite 
ready to go on with their contract if the 
cofferdam were raised and the outlet 
opened to drain of! the water down to 
the gates. As to whether, in the, event 
of the leaks proving to be below the 
gates, the city or the contractors should 
pay for the pumping out of the water 
appears still a moot question. 

Aid. Partritlge wanted to know if the 
contractors were willing to make a pro- 
position to the city to take the work 
over. 

Mr. Walkley replied affirmatively. 

Aid. Partridge— Then I would like to 
have tho contractors given five or six 
days to make their proposition. 

This, however, did not seem to meet 
with any general response from the 
other aldermen. 

The contractors then having retired 
the council passed the resolution to take 
over tho cofferdam and raise it, "and 
authorized the signing of the agreement 
to that effect with tho contractors.

LIVES OF ADVENTURE ENDED. 

Commander Gooch, R. N., Who Played an 
Important Part Here in '58, Closes 
His Career. 

Captain Thomas Sherlocke (looeh, 
R. N., who played no unimportant part 
in the early history of Vancouver island, 
is dead, his end coming suddenly at 
Tedworth Square, London, on the 10th 
of February last. He was 65 years of 
age, and having spent practically his en- 
tire lifetime under the colors afloat, it 
was but natural that ho should have 
played a conspicuous part in not a few 
stirring scenes that have gone to the 
making of history during the past half 
century. The late captain wits an only 
son of Admiral Thomas Lewis Ciooch, 
and followed in the footsteps of his 
father almost from babyhood. 

" He entered the Navy," to quote the 
London Mail, " in March 1816, and in 
May 1851 was made a sub-lieutenant. 
As mate of the Battler he was present at 
the capture ol" Martaban, and at engage- 
ments with stockades in the Irawadi, 
and was second in command of the naval 
brigade at the storming of Dagon Pago- 
da in 1852. Captain Gooch was acting 
lieutenant of the Fox, and was employ- 
ed on detached duty during subsequent 
operations of the Burmese war, receiving 
the Burmese medal with Pegu clasp. 
As lieutenant of the Mieander he was 
present during the blockade of Arch- 
angel in 1855, and as lieutenant of the 
Satellite received tho thanks of Vancou- 
ver Island in 1858 for assistingt the Col- 
onial Surveyor in exploring the 
island, In 1861 he was sent to 
the interior of British Columbia, in com- 
mand of 200 seamen and marines, with a 
field piece, to quell an apprehended in- 
surrection of the miners. Tho Lieuten- 
ant-Governor officially roported on 1 the 
rapidity of the advance, and the mani- 
fest good discipline of tho force' under 
Captain Gooch's orders. When com- 
manding the Plainer in 1861 he had 
charge of a squadron of gunboats for the 
protection of Amoy from the Tacping 
rebels. He retired in October, 1873, and 
as retired captain commanded tho Bristol 
Channel Brigade of Royal Naval Artil- 
lery Volunteers from April, 1S70, to 
October, 188!). On his giving up the 
command, the admiralty expressed their 
approbation of his services and their 
regret at his resignation. He also wrote 
a history of the naval volunteer move- 
ment."' , ,

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A Most Important Bill Presented 
Yesterday in the House of 
Assembly.

Consolidates and Amends the 
Law Eelatiuir to Acquirement 
of Water Rights. 



" The Water Clauses Consolidation 
Act, 1897," ia the short title of a bill 
which was presented to the legislature 
yesterday, to which the public, and 
especially those in the mining districts, 
have been looking forward with consid- 
erable interest. The purposes of the bill 
are set forth in the title, which reads: 
" An act to confirm to the Crown all un- 
recorded and unappropriated wnter and 
water-power in the province, and to con- 
solidate and amend the law relating to 
the acquiring of water rights and privi- 
leges for ordinary domestic, mining and 
agricultural purposes, and for making 
adequate provision for municipal water 
Biipply and for the application of water 
power to industrial and mechanical 
purposes." The act is djvided into si:; 
parts, as follows : 

1. Confirming to the Crown all unre 
corded water. 

2. The acquisition of water by record 
for ordinary domestic, agricultural and 
mining purposes. 

3. The supplying of water by water- 
works systems to cities, towns and un- 
incorporated localities. 

4. The acquisition of water for indus 
trial or manufacturing purposes by com 
panies entitled under their terms of in- 
corporation to avail themselves of the 
provisions of this part. 

5. Procedure for theexpropriation and 
acquisition of land in aid of the exercise 
by municipal corporations, or incorpor 
sited companies of the privileges and 
powers conferred and created by parfs 
iii and iv of this act: 

0. Regulations and repeal of former 
enactments. 

Part 1 continuing the policy enuiner 
ated by the Water privileges act, 1802, 
declares that all unrecorded water in 
lakes, rivers, or streams are vested in 
the crown and that no right to perma 
nent diversion or exclusive water rights 
shall be acquired by any riparian owner 
or by length of use or otherwise than 
under direct legislative authority. The 
Lieut. -Governor, it is provided may im- 
pose and reserve to the crown in right of 
the province, Buch rents, royalties, tolls 
and charges in respect of the waters, or 
of the lands of the crown and of the 
powers, rights and privileges, which are 
conferred by this act, as by. the Lieut 
Governor in council shall bo deemed to 
be jnst and proper. These changes being 
fixed for the space of five years, but 
thereafter subject to quinquennial ad 
just merit, increase or decrease. 

Part 2, provides that every privilege 
under this part of the act shall be con- 
ditional upon the reasonable use of the 
water acquired under such privilege. A 
mortgagee notwithstanding the abandon 
ment on the part of the mortgager is 
allowed a reasonable time to hold the 
water rights to enable him to realize bis 
security. Provisions are given setting 
forth the particulars that must be given 
to the commissioner appointed for the 
iliBtrict by applicants for water privi- 
leges thirty days prior to making the 
record. These applications may be made 
for ordinary domestic, agricultural, min- 
ing (expressly including milling and con- 
centrating uses) and by the owners of 
lands or a mine for ordinary mechanical 
and industrial purposes. 

The Commissioner or Gold Commis- 
sioner on a day to be fixed shall adjudi- 
cate upon the applications havina re- 
gard to the volume of water unrecorded 
and to pending applications or existing 
rights. On any dispute arising prior to 
record, priority of notice of application 
shall constitute priority, and a record 
dates from the day on which it is made. 

Any person who would be entitled to 
apply for a water record if the water 
were unrecorded, but who is prevented 
by the existence of prior records, may 
apply for a record upon giving evidence 
that water already .allowed to be divert- 
ed is in excess of what the then record 
holders require, or is being wilfully 
wasted, and the Commissioner or Gold 
Commissioner shall adjudicate upon the 



Every record obtained by the owner of 
land or the owner of a mine shall be 
deemed as appurtenant to land or mine 
in respect of which such record is ob- 
tained. 

Whenever a mine is worked out or 
abandoned or the occasion for the use of 
the water pi" m'anently ceases the record 
shall also eea.8,0. 

Within ill) days of obtaining a record 
the holder shall commence the works for 
diverting or using the water, otherwise 
the record shall be cancelled unless the 
time he extended for cause shown. Pro- 
visions are made for the right of entry 
upon the lands of others for conveying 
the water by givingbonds and compensa- 
tion. 

Every holder of a record shall take all 
reasonable means for utilizing the water 
granted to him ; and if he wilfully waste 
any water, or take a quantity of water 
in excess of his actual requirements, 
the commissioner or gold commissioner 
■may, upon notice, cancel or reduce the 
record or impose all necessary conditions. 

If, after a record of all the water in 
any stream has been made, any placer 
mines are located and bona fide worked 
below the point of diversion on the 
stream, the owner of such pl.icer mines 
shall be entitled to the continuous flow- 
in the streams past th,e mines of forty 
inches of water if two hundred inches be 
diverted, and sixty inches if three hun- 
dred inches be diverted, and no more, 
except upon paying to the holder of the 
record compensation equal to the 
amount of damage sustained by him on 
account of the allowance to the claim of 
Bach extra quantity of water; and, in 
c imputing such damage, the cost of the 
ditch shall he considered. 

Provisions are matlj retaining the 
right of public roads to cross ditches or 
minii g fights, and for the protection of 
Indians in the use of water on their re- 
fijrves. 

There may bo an appeal from the de- 
cisions of the gold commissioner or com- 
missioner under this part of the act, 
to the Supreme or County court and to 
the Full court 



water supply, gives any municipality a 
right to obtain records of unrecorded wa- 
ter, and where sufficient Bupply is not 
available within reasonable limitaof dis- 
tance and expenditure, municipalities 
have, subject to the approval of 
the Lieutenant-Governor in coun- 
cil, the right of expropriation 
over recorded water and all works in 
connection, to the extent deemed neces- 
sary, for a proper supply for ordinary 
household purposes. The provision for 
recording unrecorded water are practi- 
cally similar to those of part 2 except 
that upon the municipality applying lor 
a record other applications pending for 
water within the application of the 
municipality shall be stayed until the 
application of the municipality is ad- 
judicated upon and to the extent of its 
requirements the municipality shall 
have paramount right to the water. 
The municipality need not confine its 
application to the quantity of water 
actually required for preseut use, but 
may make bona tide provision for antici- 
pated future expansion. No record for a 
municipality shall becomevoid by reason 
of non-user, but the existence of a prior 
right in favor of a municipality shall be 
no bar to the grant of a subsequent tem- 
porary record to an applicant to use the 
water until it is actually diverted by the 
municipality under their record. 

Waterworks companies may, with the 
consent of the municipality, construct 
systems. in municipalities, and upon ob- 
taining a certificate from a judge of the 
supreme court, may construct systems 
in unincorporated localities having suf- 
ficient population within an area not ex- 
ceeding 2, 000 acres. The rights of the 
company are made subject to the power 
of the municipality or of any future mu- 
nicipality, when incorporated, to expro- 
priate the waterworks system. Upon ex- 
propriation a company is to be paid the 
total cost of the works, a sum sufficient 
to make their profits up to 15 per cent, 
on the actual paid up capital for the 
time the system is actually in operation 
and a bonus of 30 per cent, upon the cost 
of construction. The profits of a water 
company must not exceed 20 per cent in 
any one year. 

Then follow general provisions relat- 
ing to the management of all waterworks 
systems. The bill is not retrospective. 

Part 4 of the act deals with all classes 
of .companies (exclusive of waterworks 
companies) who desire to obtain water 
records and to apply water as a motive 
power, whether by threat application or 
by generating electricity to mechanical, 
industrial or irrigation enterprises, in- 
cluding hydraulic mining, tramways, 
telegraphs and telephones and electric 
lighting systems. 

A special mode of incorporation is 
provided for companies desiring to come 
within this part of the act, and the ob- 
jects of the compan3' must be restricted 
to those specified. After incorporation 
and before commencing work, a certifi- 
cate must be obtained from the Lieu- 
tenant-Governor-in-couneil, who shall, 
after careful inquiry, prescribe the 
amount of water which may be held by 
the company, the amount of the capital 
they must have subscribed, and the time 
for commencing and the mode of carry- 
ing on their operations. Within muni- 
cipalities the companies must comply 
with the by-laws, and outside munici- 
palities are under the lands and works 
department. Twelve months is the 
maximum period allowed any company 
to commence work. 

This part also contains elaborate pro- 
visions for the management of com- 
panies for the safety of the public and for 
compelling the company todeal with the 
public without preference or discrimin- 
ation. Powers of expropriation are con- 
ferred, but only to the extent of the 
actual necessities of the undertaking, and 
in regard to the changes which are made 
by any company, the bill contains the 
following provision, which appears as 
section 151 of the bill : 

" Every by-law, resolution or minute 
of any power company under this act 
fixing, and every other schedule or pro- 
ceeding which fixes or determines the 
tolls, fares, rates, rents or charges to be 
made, levied and collected by such 
power company, shall, within thirty 
days after the passing or making thereof, 
he submitted to the Lieutenant-Gover- 
nor in council for approval, who may ap- 
prove or disapprove of the same, in 
whole or in part, and may adjust, in- 
crease or decrease such tolls, rates or 
charges as he may deem expedient in 
the public interest : 

(a.) "Every schedule or scale as ap- 
proved pursuant to this section shall be 
published in form and manner directed 



dertaking or work up to date of purchase 
of the Baid works and property. 

(3.) All sums paid by the municipal- 
ity or company as and for damages, value, 
and compensation, to any person for the 
purchase or expropriation of lands, rec- 
ords and privileges passing with and or 
appurtenant to the undertaking or work 
purchased. 

(1.) All or any sum or sums reason- 
ably and actually paid by the munici- 
pality or company to any person in re- 
spect of the undertaking or work pur- 
chased, and not hereinbefore enumer- 
ated. 

Part 0, dealing with regulations and 
the repeal of former enactments, pro- 
vides among other things that the 
Lieut.-Govemor in council may reserve 
ibe unrecorded water in any stream or 
lake for the use of tho crown or for rxiun- 
icipaf purposes; the order iu council 
shall contain a direction for a record of 
the water reserved. 

Such reservation and record thereof 
shall not prevent the acquiring of re- 
cords subject thereto, and for the pur- 
pose of diverting and using the water in 
the interim prior to the establishment, of 
such a system • but no rights to compen- 
sation shall be acquired by virtue of any 
such interim record. 

Where any reservation of unrecorded 
water is made as aforesaid, tho Lieuten- 
ant-Governor in council may, in the or- 
der in council making such reserve, or in 
any subsequent order or orders, specify 
and declare the terms and conditions 
upon which the unrecorded water eo re- 
served shall be available and. may be ac- 
quired from the crown for use in respect 
of tho purpoBe3 for which it has been so 
reserved. 

The Lieutenant-Governor in Council 
iR given power to appoint water commis- 
sioners under the act and may establish 
a scale of fees payable on any proceeding 
under this act and provide for their 
collection. The act is made to come 
into effect on June 1, 1807. 

The following acts and parts of acts 
are repealed : 

Sections 59 to 79, both inclusive, of the 
"Mineral Act, 1806." 

Section 54 and sections oil to 78, botl 
inclusive, of the "Placer Mining Act, 
1891:" 

Section 2 of the u Placer Mining Amend- 
ment Act, 1S94." 

Sections 39 to 52, both inclusive, of the 
"Land Act." 

Section 9 of the "Land Act Amend 
ment Act, 1801." 

"An Act providing for the election 
and defining the duties of Water View- 
ers," being chapter one hundred and 
seventeen of the "Consolidated Acts, 
1888." 

"The Water Privileges Act, 1892." 

Provided that such repeal shall not 
affect any rightB acquired, or any liabili- 
ties or penalties incurred, or any act or 
thing done under any of the said Acts 
parts of Acts.

hase is necessary or expedient iu the 
interests of the public; 

And no record or privilege appurte- 
nant of any company incorporated under 
the act shall bo compulsorily purchased 
by any other company operating any un- 
dertaking of a similar nature except 
under authority of an order in council 
and upon it being shown that euch com- 
pulsory purchase is necessary or expedi- 
ent, to the public interest. 

Municipal iti-)8 and companies are em- 
powered to give aid by way of bonuses, 
interest guarantees and exemption from 
taxes to any company under this part of 
the bill, and are empowered to take 
shares and purchase debentures of such 
companies. 

(a.). In arriving at the sum to bo paid 
by such purchasing company, tho words 
" cost, of construction " shall he deemed 
to include : 

(1.) All sums or money actually and 
bona fide spent in and about the organ- 
ization of the company, including all en- 
gineering, legal, and clerical expenses; 
or all sums of money actually and bona 
fide spent by the municipality in secur- 
ing powers, rights, privileges or prior- 
ities, in respect of or relating to the un- 
dertaking or work purchased.

PROVINCIAL LEGISLATURE. 

Third Session of the Seventh Parliament. 

TWENTY-SECOND DAY. ' 

Fin day. March 12. 
Tho Speaker took the chair at 2 
o'clock. 

Prayers by Rev. J. H. S. Sweet. 

Mr. Rithet presented the report of the 
railway committee which found the pre- 
amble of the Kaelo and Lardo Duncan 
Railway hill proved and submitted the 
same with, amendments. Tho report 
waB received. 

Mr. Kidd asked the Premier: 

" i. Did the government in selling real 
property in New Westminster district 
for taxes, at the recent tax sale, bell the 
same Btibject to the payment by the pur- 
chasers, or their assigns, ot such munici- 
pal taxes as were due on said property? 

" 2 Did the receipt given purchaser 
specify that the conveyance to be given 
for such real property eo sold would be 
subject to any unpaid municipal taxes? 

"Ills it the intention of the govern- 
ment to introduco legislation to amend 
tho ' Municipal Clauses Act ' so as to en- 
able any municipal corporation to exer- 
cise tho right of redeeming properties 
on which municipal taxes are unpaid, 
when such properties have been sold for 
provincial taxes which accrued before 
the incorporation of the municipality?" 

The Premier replied : 

1. "No." 

2. " No." 

3. " Yes." 

The Attorney-General presented a 
message from toe Lieutenant-Governor, 
transmitting to tho house " An act to 
confirm to the crown all unrecorded and 
unappropriated water and water power 
in the province, and to consolidate and 
amend the law relating to the acquisi- 
tion of water rights and privileges for 
ordinary domestic mining and agricul- 
tural purposes, and for makingadequate 
provision for municipal water supply 
and for the application of water power to 
industrial and mechanical purposes." 

The message was considered in com- 
mittee, and the bill reported to the 
lnuse. Tho report was adopted and the 
b 11 read a first time, and set down for 
s .cond reading on Monday. 

The Land Clauses Consolidation Act 
w.is passed through committee and re 
p irted, the adoption of the report being 
set down for the next sitting. 

Tho printing committeo reported re- 
con mending that certain papers pre 
seated be printed. 

On Mr. Rogers moving the third read- 
ing of the Lillooet, Eraser River and 
Cariboo Gold Fields bill, 

Mr. Macpherson moved to insert his 
amendment prohibiting the employment 
of Chinese or Japanese on tho wur' ks of 
the company. 

Mr. Speaker ruled that the amend 
ment was out of order, travelling beyond 
the scope of tho bill. 

The bill was read a third time and 
passed. 

The Revelstoke, Trout Lake and Big 
Bend Telephone Co. 'a bill was read a 
second time on motion of Mr. Kellie. 

Capt. Irving moved the second read- 
ing of the Cassiar Railway bill. This, 
too, was carried. 

The debate on Dr. Walkem's anti 
mortgage tax resolution was again ad 
journed. 

THE LUNACY ACT. 

Hon. Col. Baker in moving the second 
readiug of tho Lunacy Act, said very 
great care had been taken in framing 
tho bill. It had been referred to the 
medical associations and to medical ex- 
perts in cases of lunacy. The house 
might therefore confidently accept it 
The interpretation clauses of the old act 
had boon amplified in this bill and some 
changes made in 'he method of forward 
ing patients to the asylum. In ordinary 
cases two doctors had to certify to the 
patient's insanity before the patient was 
sent to the asylum, but provision had 
been made, bo that in special cases, Buch 
as in sparsely settled districts where two 
doctors were not easily obtainable, one 
doctor's examination was Sufficient for 
a certificate. In such cases, liowever, 
two medical men had to exam 
ine the patient at the asylum. 
As it was now, in the, event of 
a lunatic sailor being discharged from a 
ship the province was bound to look 
after him. Now it was proposed that in 
such a case, and in the case of Dominion 
penitentiary insane convicts the Domin 
ion must be responsible for the charges. 
Provisions had also been put in to pre- 
vent such abuses as had happened in 
other countries from private asylums, 
and it must be endeavored as far as pos- 
sil le to avoid private asylums being es- 
tablished. To this end it was intended 
to enlarge the provincial asylum so as 
to give accommodation as far as possible 
for all the lunatics in the province. 

On motion of Mr. Senilin the debate 
was adjourned till Monday, and the 
house thtyi adjourned.

BOOMING ALONG. 

The Mississippi Surpasing Itself in Its Pre- 
sent Overflow- Novel Steumboating. 

Memphis, Tenn., March 12. — The 
" Father of Waters " continues at this 
point iti booming career, surprising 
planters, citizens and the older inhabit 
ants alike. In the past twelve hours a 
rise of seven feet is noted, with little 
prospect of cessation. River steamers, 
both local and through, are making land- 
ings never heforeattempted, and in some 
instances boats touch at points forty odd 
miles inland. 

A private levee on the Neely cotton 
planta'ion, ten miles above here has 
failed to resist the powerful current. 
All the live stock in this' portion has 
been removed to the hills. At Memphis 
the big one thousand acre sand bar is 
completely under water, forcing out a 
hundred or more thugs and thieves, who 
made the w illows on tho bar their hiding 
place. Wolf river, just north of this 
city, is overflowing its hanks, doing con- 
siderable damage. The weather bureau 
predicts continued high water, a cold 
wave to-night and freezing temperature 
to-morrow. 

Two great side-wheel steamers capa- 
ble of carrying 1,000 passengers each, 
ihiB afternoon issued a notice of an ex- 
cursion into Eastern Arkansas, giving a 
view of the overflowed country and sub- 
merged plantations. This means a trip 
of fift? miles due west from Memphis 
through tree-tops and over cabins, farms 
and small villages. The past high water 
ollered no bucIi opportunities. 

Cincinnati, March 12.-- -There isagen- 
eral belief here today that because the 
Ohio river, which had reached a Btage ol 
fifty feet, began falling at noon, witn 
clear weather prevailing in theOhio val- 
ley, there is no need of further apprehen- 
sion of floods.

London, March 12, — The inquiry of 
the Parliamentary Committee into the 
Transvaal raid was resumed to-day in 
AVestminster Hall. There was an excit- 
ing scene during the examination of Sir 
Graham Bower, the Imperial secretary 
and accountant of tho High Commis- 
sioner of .South Airica. 

Mr. Henry Lahouchere, replying to an 
objection upon the part of the chairman 
to one of his questions Baid : "I consider- 
that Sir Graham Bower is not telling the 
truth and I claim the right to examine- 
this gentleman. If tho committee like 
to stop me they can do so." 

Rt. Hon. Joseph Chamberlain said he 
thought the committee was bound to 
protect the witness from insult, and Mr. 
Lahouchere insisted he was convinced 
that Sir Graham was untruthful. There- 
upon the chairman said Mr. Lahouchere 
was out of order. Thin caused the latter 
to remark : "Then I will clear the room 
on each ouestion; 1 am going to sea 
whether this committee is to he Eham 
or not." After further fencing, Mr. La- 
houchere reiterating that- Sir Graham 
Bowers' story was an extraordinary one, 
to which the chairman again objected, 

Mr. Lahouchere asked: " Do you still 
hold to the doctrine that though you are 
the High Commissioner's secretary you 
are hound by sour promise of silence not 
to reveal the intimation of the proposed 
raid given you by Mr. Rhodes?" 

Sir Richard Bower, lifting a volume 
from the table, said: "You are £oing 
rather beyond the inquiry, hut I would 
like to quote you a historic precedent. 
When William of Orange landed in Eng- 
land, upon what we may call a Jameson 
raid " 

Here Sir William Vernon Harcourt 
sharply interposed, stiying: "I am sur- 
prised that such a parallel should be 
drawn by an otlicial of Sir Graham Bow- 
er's position, and I think tho committee 
is entitled to ask for an explanation upon 
what grounds he considers the Jameson 
raid to be a historic parallel." This 
caused Sir Graham Bower to hurriedly 
exclaim: "I beg pardon; 1 withdraw it." 
Finally the positions of his remarks re- 
lating to the "parallel" were expunged 
from the record. 

WORST IX FIVE YEARS. 

The Michiffan Peninsula Storm Swept— 
Trains Blockaded— Traffic Suspended 
in Western States. 

Ishpeming, Mich., March 12— The 
worst snow storm in five years is raging 
in the upper peninsula. Freight trains 
are blockaked on the South Shore and 
Chicago and Northwestern lines. A 
freight train on the latter road has been 
Btuck in a drift at the Buffalo mine. 
Fifty men are at work clearing the 
track, but if the storm does not soon 
abate it is likely the train will not be 
moved. In some places the snow is from 
six to ten feet in depth with the drifts 
rapidly growing larger. 

Minneapolis, March 12.— Specials to 
the Journal trom North and South 
Dakota and Western Minnesota show 
that the snow of last night did more 
actual damage than any other this 
winter, and that it haB never been 
equalled in the costs it has levied on the 
railroads. Wednesday of tfiiB week, 
after almost herculean struggles several 
roads opened their lines and began mov- 
ing freight to towns where food and 
fuel famines existed. By the time 
these trains were on their way the 
storm came on .and blocked everything. 
Freightsjtre stalled in all parts of the 
three states. Scarcely a passenger train 
is moving in North or Central Dakota. 
Drifts miles long and from ten to thirty 
feet deep oppose the roads, which have 
not yet begun work. Much Btock on 
moving trains has been killed and thous- 
ands of head of cattle are reported dying 
in Eastern and South Dakota. North- 
ern Minnesota loggers are all forced 
from the woods and work will cease. 




ANOTHER BIG STRIKE. 

The Silver King Makea a Magnificent Devel- 
opment— Crow's Nest Hallway 

Location Survey. ,

Rossi.asd, March ^2.— (Special)— A 

special to the Miner from Nelson an- 
nounces another big strike on the Silver 
King. The ore body is eight feet wide 
and is all good smelting ore. The body 
was discovered some time ago by dia- 
mond drilling. The management is 
greatly pleased with the showing. 

J. V. Perks, convicted of breaking in- 
to a lady's house at Balfour forquestion- 
able purposes, was sentenced to three 
montliB in jail by Judge Forin. 

Engineer Perry, in charge of the loca- 
tion survey of the Crow's Nest Pass rail- 
way along Kootenay lake, reports that 
his work has been completed to within 
ten miles of Balfour. He has gone to 
Slocan city to superintend the construc- 
tion of the Slocan river branch, more 
especially wharves at different pointB on 
Slocan lake. 

Sixteen placer claims at Salmo have 
been recorded at Nelson. 

The condition of Le Roi mine in its 
lowest levels is very gratifying. Some 
time ago a drift was started west on the 
500 foot level. This encountered a new 
chute of ore booh after passing what is 
known na the west break. It has now 
run on this chute 125 feet continuously 
in ore. The face shows five feet of abso- 
lutely clean pyrrhotite which averages 
$136 in gold. Ore from the bottom of 
the main shaft now down 530 feet 
averages $55 in gold. 

ARBITRATION TREATY. 

Congressional Committee Hope to Make 
Their Report on Monday. 

Washington, March 12. — It is the ex- 
pectation of a majority of the committee 
that they will be able to conclude work 
on the treaty at Monday's session, and 
that they will be able to report to the 
senate at the first legislative session 
after that date. The retirement of Seiir 
ator Cameron reduced the opposition in 
the committee to two members, Morgan 
and Daniels, who to-day manifested just 
as strong a feeling on the Bubject 
as they had formerly displayed. 
While Jhey did not indicate any 
intention to delay a report to 
the senate for any great length of time 
they made it quite clear that they would 
continue their opposition when the 
treaty should be taken up in the Senate. 
It was stated in the committee that the 
present administration was just as anx- 
ioiiB as its predecessors to secure the 
ratification of the treaty and to secure it 
promptly. It is understood that the 
treaty will not be reported without 
amendments but the members of the 
committee refuse to divulge the charac- 
ter of tliOEe amendments winch are. 

TRADE IN CANADA. 

Improving Prosoects in View of Opening of 
Navigation— Business Failures- 
Bank Clearings. 

Ni:w York, March 12. — Bradstreet's 
will say: Montreal reports improving 
trade prospects, due in part to tho ap- 
proach of the opening of navigation. The 
volume of business is smaller than a year 
ago. Tho movement of merchandise at 
Toronto is a little more active and the 
feeling in business circles is that the 
spring trade will be of large volume. 
Merchants at Halifax report little 
change. 

The business failures reportod from 
the Dominion this week number 50, 
against 51 last week, 58 in the same 
week a year ago, and 25 in the same 
week two years ago. The bank clearings 
at Winnipee, Hamilton, Toronto, Mon- 
treal and Halifax amount to .$13,3:S'.),000 
this week, against $10,814,000 last week, 
as compared with $18,479,000 in the 
same week a yaar ago. 

FISHERMEN IN DANGER. 

Two Hundred and Fifty Carried Out in 
Lake Michigan— Much Uneasiness. 

Bay City, March 12. — An immense 
ice-floe, containing all the solid ice in 
Saginaw Bay, went out this morning, 
carrying over two hundred and fifty 
fishermen. The ice began to break near 
the shore here at 5 o'clock this morning 
and tho floe is now eight miles out in 
the bay. 

Of the 250 fishermen, some managed 
to gain the shore near Sebewaing, before 
the ice left, but the large majority were 
carried out. A strong southwest wind is 
blowing. The fishermen here are un- 
easy but do not anticipate that the men 
on the floe will perish. They say the 
ice is too solid to break up enoxgh to an 
init of the passage in Lake Huron by the 
Charity islands. If the warm so ith 
wind continues for another day there 
will be little chance for their rescue.

THE CASE DISMISSED. 

An Acquittal Secured on the Evidence of 
Mr. Mrs and Miss Jones. 

The case of Mrs Ella Jones, charged 
with tho theft of a large quantity of 
groceries, which has occupied .the atten- 
tion of the provincial police court fqr 
overa fortnight, was concluded yesterday. 

The prosecution had closed on Thurs- 
day with the evidence of Erskine, Wall 
& Go's book-keeper. Mr. Fred Jones 
was the first witneBB called for the de- 
fence his testimony being to the effect 
that he. had purchased goods at different 
times, a portion of the goods in 
court included, noticeably three pails 
of lard, a box of soap and 
a box of starch. Miss Jones 
dauther of the accused, took the stand 
and stated that about twenty-five or 
more of the articles produced and alleg- 
ed to have been stolen by the accused, 
were the property of her mother, and 
that her mother had them in her posses- 
sion prior to the time Bhe commenced to 
work for Mr. Foote. Mrs. Jones was 
next called and deposed that thp articles 
in court, which were identified by Er- 
skine, Wall & Co. and which bore the 
firm's name, were given to her by Mr. 
Foote in. exchange for eotnc articles 
which had been given to him. Mr. Foote 
being bed-ridden and too sick to attend, 
his evidence therefore could not be 
taken. 

In discharging the accused Magistrate 
Macrae said that he did bo because he 
was of the opinion, after hearing the 
evidenceof Miss Jones, that a jury would 
not convict. 

At the close of the case the second 
charge of the theft of a quantity of hay 
and feed was withdrawn by Superin- 
tendent Hussey. 

The magistrate before the adjourn- 
ment of court took occaf ion to make 
some few remarks, having for their text 
Mr. Archer Martin's letter, published in 
the Colonist of March 3. He asked Mr. 
Martin if it was his (Mr. Martin's) let- 
ter, and upon receiving an aflirmative 
reply,, pointed out two direct misstate- 
ments appearing in the published arti- 
cle. One was to the ellect that "the pro- 
ceedings in the original warrant were 
abandoned and a new warrant issued on 
the information of the superintendent 
instead of that of one of his constables, 
as was the case in the original warrant." 
The magistrate pointed out that this was 
an error, as Supt. Hussey had tirst stated 
that he wished to abandon thf original 
warrant which he (the magistrate) con- 
sented to. He had thought it better to 
have a clear information made and this 
was done by the superintendent him- 
self. The magistrate did not coincide 
with Mr. Martin's view that the police 
had not right to conduct the prosecution 
in such cases, and also took exception 
to Mr. Martin's statement that his client 
had been outrageously treated by the 
press and that public opinion had been 
influenced in consequence to the preju- 
dice of his client.

Anxiety of the Republicans With Regard to 
Their Measure. 

Washington, March 12.— The tariff 
situation is giving the Republicans Eome 
concern. They feel sure that their bill 
can pass, but it is now believed that the 
debate is going to be extended in the 
senate. It is known the intention of the 
Democrats is to talk on every subject in 
the bill. 

After the schedules of the bill are 
known it is believed that there 
will be a great increase in im- 
ports. After the new bill goes into 
effect there will be a suspension of 
imports for several months and a conse- 
quent falling off in receipts, and the bill, 
which was designed to increase the rev- 
enues, they say as a matter of fact will 
show a decrease. This view is taken by 
many Democrats, who say it is their pol- 
icy to have the bill passed, but not until 
after it has been thoroughly discussed. 
Without an active majority in the Ben- 
ate the Republicans will not be able to 
hurry the measure along. The Republi- 
can Bilverites have indicated that they 
will not prevent a tarifF hill from pas- 
sing, but are not opposed to the policy 
of delay. At present the only definite 
part of the programme of the Republican 
senators is to bring the tariff bill before 
the senate aB soon as possible, and press 
it with all possible speed. 



ORDERS TO MOBILIZE. 

Uruguay Preparing for an Offensive and 
Defensive Movement 

Montevideo, March 12. — The Nation- 
al Guard has been ordered to mobilize. 
A detachment of national troops on the 
Northwest frontier has defeated the pro- 
vincial police, who mutinied. It is 
rumored that Uruguay is negotiating 
with Chili for an offensive and defensive 
alliance auainst the Argentine Republic, 
which haB given aid to the revolutionary 
movement.

Major Padxin of the Italian army has 
invented a very ingenious contrivance 
which is designed to supersede the knap- 
sack. Ho has invented a vohiclo to 
which ho has given the name of tho cy- 
closac, or tho sack on wheels. On fchi 
will bo carried the baggage of two sol- 
diers, and tho uprights of tho tent will 
bo used to convert it into a sort of 
wheelbarrow, which tho soldier etui 
drag behind him when nsconding or 
push before him when descending. The 
two soldiers will tidco it • turn about to 
push or draw tho cyelosae, and it is 
contended that this arrangement will 
not merely enable tho troops to march 
much longer distances, but to fight 
much better on tho field of battle, being 
relieved of all impediments, which can 
bo left in these light wheelbarrows in 
the rear.
